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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , activator is one of the selective members of the catalyst system in the 

Markush_group, when the catalyst system contains only the activator, the catalyst 

system is no longer a catalyst. 

In claim 10, 24 and 35 respectively, the term "metallocene component" lacks 
proper antecedence. 

In claims 14, 28 and 38 respectively, the term "non-metallocene component" 
lacks proper antecedence. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 

alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Mawson et al. (US 2002/0161141). 

The instant claims are directed to a spray dried catalyst slurry composition and a 

method of making such comprising adding mineral oil to a spray dried catalyst 

composition to form a slurry and adding a liquid alkane to the slurry to reduce foaming 

and viscosity. 

Mawson's Example 8 on page 31 teachesasprayLdried catalysl t composition 
powder comprising a multidentate catalyst complex and methylaluminoxane activator. 
The catalyst powder was added to mineral oil to provide a 25 wt% slurry and further 
diluted with hexane to make a 20 wt% slurry. The catalyst slurry then further mixed with 
the second catalyst slurry of metallocene catalyst in alkane (hexane or isopentane) and 
mineral oil. Mawson teaches all of the limitations of the instant claims except Mawson 
does not expressly indicate that the addition of alkane such as hexane reduces foaming 
and viscosity of the catalyst slurry. 

However, since catalyst compositions have the same components as those of 
the instant claims. Under these circumstances, one of the ordinary skill in the art would 
have expected that the addition of alkane such as hexane into Mawson's catalyst 
mineral oil slurry would inherently reduce foaming and viscosity of the catalyst slurry. 

Once a product appearing to be substantially identical is found and a 35 USC 
102/103 rejection made, the burden of proof is shifted to the applicant to show an 
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unobvious difference. In re Fitzgerald, 205 USPQ 594. In re Fessmann, 180 USPQ 
324. Applicants have not met their burden to demonstrate an unobvious difference 
between the claimed product and the products of the prior art examples.
